three letters from people who lived far apart, but who told 
'very similar stories. 


The first came from Utah. 
An elderly Negro wrote me 


a 2250-word description of ihe famous steel-driving conlesl. 
It happened in northeastern Alabama, he said, at Cru7.ee 
Tunnel, which was being built by the A. G. S. Railway. 
He gave the date as September 20, 1882, and gave minute 
details. 


The second letter was from an aged colored man of Bir- 


mingham, Ala. 
J will quote pail of it. "There was a real 


man John Henry. 
He was the champion of the world with 


a hammer. 
I was driving sled on Red Mountain at ihe 


time of the contest. 
John Henry was on Cuizey Mountain 


Tunnel. 
This happened about 1882." 


Notice that these two men gave very similar testimony, 


except for the name of the mountain. 


The third letter came from a woman in Lansing, Michigan,

real John Henry. 
Their ^ac- 


counts were alike except in minor 
details. 
I thought that I had 


come to the end of the John 
Henry trail. 
I wrole to the 


roadtnasler of ihe A. G. S. 
Railway to get ihc exact loca- 
tion of the Cruzee or Curzey 
Tunnel. 
He replied: 
"There 


is no tunnel on ihe A. G. S. 
known as Cruzee or Curzey. 
There is only one tunnel on this 
line, and it is known as Look- 
out Mountain Tunnel." 


I asked 
newspaper editors, 


public officials, 
and others in 


northeastern Alabama 
if they 


knew of any such mountain or 
tunnel. 
They tlici nor. 
I could 


rjot find one bit of evidence to 
support the three letters. 
John 


Henry seemed, after all, to be 
only a myth. 


But the legend still haunted 


my mind. 
1 tried many clews, 


but they turned out as the Ala- 


bama case did. 
Finally, I decided to Ivy one olhcr clew. 


Several Negroes had told me that they had always heard 
that Big Bend Tunnel on the C. & O. road in Went Vir- 
vinia was ihe place where John Henry met his tragic end. 
Then, loo, many of the songs about John Henry began like 
iliis: 


John Henry was a lillle boy, 
Setlin on his mama's Ifnce. 
Said, "7 he Bii> Ben Tunnel on the C. f-r 0. 
Js gonr.a be the death o' me, 
li gonna be the death o' me." 


I had written long before this lo the C. fit O. Railroad 


officials at Richmond, and they had ra;cl lhr:;e was never any 
steam drill al Big Bend. 
Then: 1 had let the mailer rest. 


But now I received a letter from a white man who had 


been associated with a contractor on ihe Bis Bend Tunnel. 
This man assured me that John H;nry did work al Big 
Bend, lhat there rvas a sleam dull there, and thai John 
Henry beat it drilling. 


IG BEND TUNNEL was bc-gun in 1870, finished in 


1872. 
Sleam drills were invented in 1849. 
I found 


that the C. & O. road had used a steam drill at Lewis 


Tunnel in 1871. 
Would not the same company which 


placed the steam drill at Lewis Tunnel have'tried to sell one 
at Big Bend? 
/ 


At any rate, 1 considered il worth while lo go to Big Bend 


Tunnel. This tunnel is in a very beautiful part of the Alle- 
ghenies in Summers County, W./'Va. 
It was named for 


the big bend in the Greenbrier River near Talcott. I 


In the village of Talcotl I found that nearly everybody, 


both white and colored, had heard that John Henry died at 
Big Bend. 
Seeing thai there was a strong local sentiment 


to this effect, I set out to find someone who had actually 
worked on the tunnel 57 years before. 


I found several people living near the tunnel who had 


helped build it, but they were not especially encouraging. 
It is hard for people to remember accurately what happened 
57 years ago. 
Take Uncle Beverly, for instance, a Negro 


nearly 100 years old. 
He was a mature man when Ije 


worked on the lunnel. 
I went to see him ul his little cabin. 


At the mention of John Henry he brightened as if he were 


going lo recall something. Bui the something, whatever it 
was, couldn't quite get across the dcjoi of his memory, and 
I had to go away disappointed. 


I found several men who said that they were boys of 12 


or 14 when the tunnel was begun and thai ihcy could re- 
member seeing John Henry, a large, powerful man. 
They 


had all heard of the drilling contest, but none of them had 
actually seen it.

Then I would look up Old Man So-and-So, only to 


hear him tell tliat he had heard about the drilling contest, but 
had not seen it.

Thus I chased clews around for several days. 
L shall 


never forget the day I spent looking for a man whom several 
people had advised me lo see. 
Starling early, I drove seven 


miles over rough roads and came to a small house at the end 
of the road. 


A young lady came out. 
Tasked if I could gel to Mr. 


Smith's" house from that ppint. 
"You 
can," she replied, 


"but you'd better not try it unless you know the way." 


She gave me direction!, for another loule. 
1 backed up, 


/retraced my seven miles, drove seven more. 
1 stopped and 


asked a man if I was on the right road. 
"Yes," he said, 


"but turn left at1 the next • crossroad." 
But he was facing 


in the opposite dircclion, and his left was my right. 
I dis- 


covered his error only after six more miles. 


Getting on the right track again, I finally came to a vil- 


lage on the river. 
I inquired for Mr. Smith.

I was hungry, tired, and hot, hut I thought "It's worth il all 
if I can find this man." 
Borrowing a boat, I rowed across

FELT like giving up John Henry then and there, hut 


after gelling back to Talcoll I decided to make one more 
effort.

brier River near Big Bend Tunnel, hoping lo see one more 
man who was supposed to know all about John Henry. 


Darkness fell quickly as the sun sank behind the moun- 


tain, and I saw that I would be: unable to find my man that 
day. 
Bui I noticed n house across ihc creek from the road. 


A man sat on the porch smoking. 
I went over the lillle foot- 


bridge to the house. 


This man, known as Neal Miller, told me. in plain words 


how he had come to the tunnel with his father nl I 7, how 
he carried waler and drills for ihe steel drivers, how he sn\v 
John Henry every day, and, finally, all about the contest 
between John Henry and the steam drill. 


"When ihe agent for (he steam drill company brought the 


drill hfire," said Mr. Miller, "John Henry wanled lo drive 
against it. 
He took a lot of pride in his work and he haled 


lo see a machine lake ihe work of men like him. 


"Well, they decided to hold a test to get an idea ol how 


practical the steam drill was. The lest went on all day and 
part of the next day, 


"John Henry won. 
He ^youldn't rest enough, and he 


overdid. 
He took sick and died soon after that." 


Mr. Miller described the slea.n drill in detail. 
I made » 


sketch of it and later when I looked up pictures of the early 
sleam drills, I found his description correct. 
I asked people 


about Mr. Miller's reputation, and they all said, "If Neal 
Miller said anything happened, it happened." 
H 


AD I at last come lo ihe end of John Henry's trail? 


Everyone has a right to interpret the evidence as he 


desires, but I am convinced that ihere was a man named 


John Henry who worked at Big Bend Tunnel, and that he 
competed with a sleam drill and came out ahead. 
Whether 


he died on ihe spot or nol, I can't say. 
Perhaps the legend 


has added this to make the tragedy complete. 


Whether man or myth, John Henry appeals to something 


deep-rooted in ihe heart of the common man, white or black. 
He stands for the age-long struggle of man with machine. 
Man may beat the machine temporarily, but in the end the 
machine vyins. 


The^e is something almost religious in the feeling which 


some Negroes have for this hero. 
One man said to me, 


"Cap'n, I hopes sometimes I can go to Big Bend Tunnel and 
see that statue of John_Henry. They tells me you can see 
him there carved out o' aolid rock." 


And at Big Bend Tunnel when I asked a Negro acquaint- 


ance to walk into the tunnel with me, he said, "No, suh! Old 
John Henry's spirit is still around there. 
Somelimes I hear 


him in there drivin' sleel and singin' like he did the day he 
beat that steam drill!."
